il Call to Order 
The Open Session was called to order at 8:35 a.m.. 


1.1 Chairman's remarks 


The Chairman announced the appointment of Mr. Marcel Danis as Vice-Rector, 
Institutional Relations, and of Mr. Larry English as Chief Financial Officer, during the 
Closed Session of the present meeting. 


Mr. Groome praised Dr. Proppe's capable management, in twenty-four months as 
Interim Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations and Finance, of a diverse and complex 
portfolio. He attested that the Board had relied heavily on Dr. Proppe throughout that 
period, and expressed his appreciation. 


Mr. Groome congratulated Dr. Kryzanowski on his receipt of the new Prix ACFAS/Caisse 
de Dépots et de placement du Québec, given for exceptional contributions to research in 
institutional portfolio management and related subject areas. He identified the ACFAS 
as the Association canadienne-francaise pour l’avancement des sciences. 


The Chairman also paid tribute to those Governors who were leaving the Board, 
especially representatives of the external community, Frank Knowles, André Gervais, 
William Stinson and Claude Taylor, each of whom had served the University for several 
consecutive years. Alumni representatives Alex Carpini and Pierre Frégeau, and 
undergraduate students Jonathan Carruthers, Dane Doleman, Alexandra Flynn and Dev 
Srinivasan would also be leaving the Board at the end of June. 


Finally, Mr. Groome reported that, in Closed Session, several individuals had been 
elected to join the Corporation and, of course, the Board: Mr. Alain Benedetti, Mr. 
Ronald Corey, and Mrs. Hazel Mah, for the community at large, Mr. Robert Simioni and 
Mr. Benoit Pelland as representatives of the alumni, and Mr. Daniel Gagnon, Ms. Sanyu 
Kiruluta, Mr. Jeff Nearing and Ms. Kathy Tsolakos, representing the undergraduate 
students. 


1.2. Approval of the Agenda 


The Agenda was approved as submitted. 


eo Approval of the Minutes of the Open Session of the previous meeting (15 May 1996) 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (Habib, Wener), it was unanimously 


RESOLVED: 
R96-64 THAT the Minutes of the Open Session of the previous meeting, held on 15 May 1996, 
be approved. 
2 Presentation: Expression of appreciation for Mr. Claude Taylor, O.C. 


On the occasion of Mr. Taylor’s resignation from the Board after more than ten years of 
service, Mr. Groome addressed some remarks to him. 


He explained that Mr. Taylor had been with the Board of Governors since December 
1984, and in 1989 became Vice-Chairman in replacement of Mr. Paul Martin. He stayed 
on as Vice-Chair until January 1996 despite growing commitments in other areas. Mr. 
Groome told the Board that Mr. Taylor had been consistently gracious, capable and 
reliable in his role on the executive team; without his support his own duties as Chair 
would certainly have been more difficult. Mr. Taylor’s distinct contribution to 
Concordia was evident in many recent developments including reform of the selection 
process for administrators and appointment of a chief financial officer. 


On behalf of the entire Board, Mr. Groome expressed gratitude and sincere wishes for 
Mr. Taylor’s future. 
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Business arising from the Minutes 


Amendment to_the University By-Laws 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (McIlwaine, Frégeau), it was unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


WHEREAS, in conformity with Article 46 of the University By-Laws, the members of 
the Board of Governors were given Notice of Motion on 15 May 1996 of a proposed 
amendment to the By-Laws of Concordia University requiring their approval; 


BE IT RESOLVED 


THAT, on the recommendation of the Executive Committee, the term of office of 
representatives of the alumni associations, on the Board of Governors and _ the 
Corporation, be extended from two to three years; and 


THAT Article 15 of Section V of the By-Laws of Concordia University be amended so 
that the second paragraph, which refers to Governors elected to represent the 
community-at-large, faculty, staff or alumni, be revised to read: “Governors who are 
elected under Article 13(B) shall serve for a term of three (3) years or less, as stipulated 
in the resolutions of appointment.” 


Approval to institute a student health insurance plan 


A motion to approve a student health insurance plan, first introduced at the May 
meeting, was moved and seconded. Dr. Proppe told the Board that, since May, the 
student organizers had met with him, with the Director of Advocacy and Support 
Services, with the Dean of Students, and officers of the Student Accounts office, and 
that additional meetings had been held with the brokerage firm. 


Mr. Jonathan Carruthers, representing the Concordia Student Union, drew attention to 
documents which had been distributed and addressed questions which were raised by 
Governors in May: 


(i) Opt-out provisions: It had been suggested that instead of permitting students to 
opt-out of the insurance plan, students should be given the opportunity of opting-in. 
Mr. Carruthers explained that the option had been considered, but was rejected because 
it would have significantly increased the cost of the programme. None of the Canadian 
universities offering student health insurance functioned on an opt-in basis, he said, and 
most either do not allow students to opt-out or make opting-out conditional on pre- 
existing coverage. The CSU was offering a universal, unconditional opt-out period of 
three weeks, which would be broadly publicized. 


(ii) Signing authority and liability: Dr. Proppe said the premiums could be deposited 
into an agency account for which the CSU would assume full fiduciary responsibility. 
Mr. Carruthers suggested the University could be given joint signing authority with the 
CSU, to ensure that the administration is apprised of every transaction: Dr. Proppe 
responded that a co-signatory relationship would not be in the University's best 
interests, as the University does not have ultimate responsibility for the funds. 
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Following a short discussion of the subject, Mr. Groome proposed the administration, 
including Legal Counsel, would determine the best arrangement. He asked Mr. 
Carruthers to arrange for a report to be presented to the Board in September. 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (Carruthers, Flynn), it was unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


WHEREAS, in a referendum held in March 1996, the undergraduate students voted in 
favour of the implementation of a Student Health Insurance Plan and the assessment of 
a premium therefor; 


WHEREAS the plan will be implemented and administered by the Concordia Student 
Union (CSU), including administration of an “opt-out” provision, contingent upon 
conclusion of a formal agreement between the CSU and Concordia University 
establishing CSU’s responsibility and liability for implementation of the insurance plan; 


BE IT RESOLVED 
THAT the Board of Governors approve the collection by the University of an annual 
health insurance premium of $66.00, upon fall registration, or of $44.00, upon winter 


registration, from all full-time and part-time undergraduate students. 


Modification of the Title of the Vice-Rector, Academic 


A faculty member asked if, pursuant to the administrative reorganization, the research 
portfolio would be administered at the vice-rectorate level. The Rector responded that it 
would and that the change would be identified in the title of the chief academic officer, 
currently called the Vice-Rector, Academic. 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (Kryzanowski, Arbuckle-Maag), it was 
unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT, pursuant to the plan adopted by the Board of Governors on 15 May 1996 for 
reorganization of the senior administration, the title ,“Vice-Rector, Academic”, be 
replaced with the title, “Academic Provost and Vice-Rector, Research”, effective 
immediately. 


Approval of the Preliminary Operating Budget for 1996-97 


Mr. Aune, Chair of the Budget Committee, directed Governors to Document BG-96-6- 
D54, emphasizing that the proposed budget was in preliminary form; the budget would 
be returned to the Board for final approval in the Fall, pursuant to further consultation 
within the University and completion of the comprehensive academic plan during the 
summer. The Preliminary Provisional Operating Budget which was approved by the 
Budget Committee and Senate, with certain recommendations, was also provided to the 
Board. The main change recommended by Senate, and incorporated into the present 
budget, was a reduction to $0.3 million, from $1.0 million, in the amount allowed for 
“initiatives to reduce expenditures and increase revenues”. This permitted reallocation 
of $0.7 million among the Faculties, Audio-Visual and Computing Services, and 
University Libraries. 


A faculty member said the Preliminary Operating Budget contained changes in addition 
to those proposed by Senate; she was concerned especially with the allocation of cuts 
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among the Faculties, as set out on page 3. She pointed out that the variance between 
the level of actual cuts and that prescribed by the indicators differed significantly among 
the four Faculties. The Faculty enjoying the largest variance did not face a 
correspondingly high level of need arising from faculty and staff retirements and student 
enrolments. She suggested the Board adopt the Preliminary Budget with a caveat that 
the distribution of cuts across the Faculties must take Faculty-specific enrolments into 
account. Dr. Proppe responded that the budget planning process had been extremely 
compressed. He said continuing frank discussions with the Deans would be essential in 
the preparation of the final operating budget, and enrolment levels - given the direct 
relationship between the level of “full-time equivalent” enrolments and the university’s 
grant revenues - would be a factor in allocation decisions. Another faculty member said 
that the revenue/expenditure ratio was the only unambiguous indicator available. 


Based on remarks by the Vice-Rector, Academic, there was considerable discussion 
about the importance of weighing the benefits of cutting Faculty budgets against the 
various costs - in enrolments and grant revenues - which could ensue. The view was 
expressed that the distribution of these cuts would have to be approved by Senate 
before the Board is presented with a final operating budget in the fall. 


The Rector observed that the present preliminary operating budget represented an 
attempt to manage a budget shortfall of unprecedented magnitude; compared with sister 
universities in Québec, Concordia appeared to be handling its shortfall quite effectively. 
The Rector praised Dr. Proppe, Dr. Lightstone and the Deans for their tremendous 
efforts and successes. Mr. Aune added his commendation. 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (Aune, Wener), it was unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


THAT, on the recommendation of Senate and that of the Budget Committee, the 
Preliminary Operating Budget for 1996-97, as outlined in Document BG-96-6-D54, 
be approved. 


Approval of the Capital Budget for 1996-97 


Mr. Aune stated that because the Capital Budget being proposed for 1996-97 was not 
a” preliminary” budget, the word should be removed from the motion. 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (Aune, Lowy), it was unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


THAT, on the recommendation of Senate and that of the Budget Committee, the 
Capital Budget for 1996-97, as outlined in Document BG-96-6-D57, be approved. 


Final report on the 1995-96 Annual Giving Campaign 


Mr. Groome called on Mr. Ménard to give the final report of the 1995-96 Annual Giving 
Campaign (Agenda Item #10). 


Mr. Ménard, Chair of the 1995-96 Annual Giving Campaign, gave his final report, 
referring to the June 1996 Volunteer Newsletter which had been distributed. He said he 
was extremely pleased to report that the goal of $1.275 million had been surpassed by 
$36,399.00. He credited the campaign organizers, their staff, and a legion of volunteers, 
with this success. The percentage of alumni contributing had increased from 10% to 15% 


in 1995-96, owing largely to the effectiveness of the“phone-mail” initiative. Mr. Ménard 
told the Board that the Leadership Names Division had exceeded its objective, and 
enjoyed tremendous success in Toronto where the value of gifts was 81% greater than 
last year. 


Mr. Ménard said this would be his last report as Campaign Chair, and announced that 
Mr. Benedetti would chair the Campaign in 1996-97. Finally Mr. Ménard urged 
Governors to participate in the Annual Concordia Shuffle which would be held on 
Friday, 20 September 1996. 


Mr. Groome thanked Mr. Ménard for his very capable and enthusiastic leadership of the 
1995-96 Annual Giving Campaign. 


Approval of plans concerning programme changes in the Arts and Science Faculty 


A faculty member noted that, to date, only the Faculty of Arts and Science had 
produced a plan to make vertical cuts. 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (Lowy, Arbuckle-Maag), it was unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


THAT, on the recommendation of Senate, proposals for relocation, reorganization or 
discontinuation which involve the Departments of Classics, Geology, and Science and 
Human Affairs, be approved. 


Election _of a representative of the Faculty of Fine Arts to the Advisory Search 
Committee for a Dean of the School of Graduate Studies 


The Board agreed the Dean’s title should be “Dean of Graduate Studies and Research”, 
to reflect the portfolio change adopted in May 1996 as part of the general 
reorganization. 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (Saccé, Arbuckle-Maag), it was unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


THAT Assistant Professor Joan Acland be elected to the Advisory Search Committee for 
a Dean of Graduate Studies and Research, as the faculty representative for the Faculty of 
Fine Arts. 


Election of a graduate _student_to the Advisory Search Committee for _a Dean_of 
Graduate Studies and Research, and to the Advisory Search Committee for a Vice- 
Rector, Services 


Upon motion duly moved and seconded (Flynn, Renaud), it was unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


THAT Mr. Jean-Francois Plamondon be elected to the Advisory Search Committee for a 
Dean of Graduate Studies and Research, and to the Advisory Search Committee for a 
Vice-Rector, Services, as a representative of the graduate students. 
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Progress reports of the Advisory Search Committees 


Committee Chairman Jack Lightstone reported that the Search Committee for a Dean of 
the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science would hold its next meeting shortly 
before the application deadline of 16 September 1996. 


Committee Chairman Jack Lightstone reported that the Search Committee for a Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts and Science had met to approve an advertisement for publication in 
the CAUT Bulletin and University Affairs. An application deadline of 15 October 1996 
had been set. The Committee would hold its second meeting early in September. 


Committee Chairman Jack Lightstone reported that the Search Committee for a Dean of 
Graduate Studies and Research had also met to approve an advertisement, which would 
appear in the same publications, and bear the same application deadline. Dr. 
Lightstone said that, for each of the three searches he was chairing, letters soliciting 
nominations and applications would be addressed to university principals and deans 
across the country. The Committee would also hold its second meeting early in 
September. 


Committee Chairman Fred Lowy reported that the Search Committee for a Vice-Rector, 
Services, had met to prepare an advertisement. The Rector said it was likely the 
Committee would recommend an appointment of only three years, instead of the usual 
five. 


Reports on Concordia's compliance with certain legal obligations 


Report on compliance with fiscal requirements 


The Interim Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations and Finance, Dr. Proppe, reported that, 
upon review, he had concluded that appropriate procedures were being applied and 
that the University had complied with its statutory obligations: (i) in the area of 
employee and employer remittances under federal and provincial tax legislation, for the 
period from 1 January 1996 to 31 May 1996, inclusive; and (ii) as regarded the federal 
Goods and Services Tax and the Québec Sales Tax, the University has claimed rebates 
(net of amounts payable) for the period from 1 January 1996 to 30 April 1996, inclusive. 


Report on compliance with environmental legislation and health and safety requirements 


The Vice-Rector, Services, Dr. Bertrand, reported that the University had requested 
funding to remove about fifteen remaining fuel storage tanks. These would have to be 
removed as soon as notice of government funding was received. 


Reports of the Standing Committees 


Advancement Committee 


Dr. Ellen reported on business covered by the Advancement Committee at its meeting of 
23 May 1996, when the members were apprised of the plan to develop a revised Capital 
Campaign Table of Needs and the Case for Support. The Case statement would be 
prepared by the Vice-President, Communication of Ketchum Canada, based primarily 
on data gathered during a series of interviews with the Vice-Rectors and the Deans. The 
next step would entail setting priorities among identified needs and detailed planning. 
The process would continue throughout the summer months, Dr. Ellen said. 
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Dr. Ellen reported that substantial progress had been made in the recruitment of 
honorary patrons for the Capital Campaign. A plan to recruit a General Chair was 
approved by the Committee. 


Regular visits to Toronto by the Rector and the Director of the Advancement Office 
Chris Hyde were generating good results in the cultivation of major corporate and 
individual donors. Dr. Ellen said their successes owed a great deal to Mr. Brian Steck, a 
Concordia Board member residing in Toronto. 


The Private Funding Report, provided to the Board, showed total donations for 1995-96 
had increased 11% over the previous year. Dr. Ellen pointed out that the number of 
donors had grown by 50%. 


Budget Committee 


Chair of the Budget Committee Brian Aune reported that, on 22 May 1996, the 
Committee had reviewed projections against the budget. He was pleased to report that 
the projected surplus of $1.2 million was exceeded by the actual surplus, at 27 May 
1996, of $1.3 million. The favourable result paid compliment to the high level of fiscal 
responsibility shown by the administration, he said. At the same meeting, the 
provisional preliminary operating budget and the capital budget were examined and 
approved. 


On 10 June 1996 the Committee met again to reconsider the Provisional Preliminary 
Operating Budget (now called the Preliminary 1996-97 Operating Budget) in light of 
recommendations produced at the 31 May 1996 meeting of Senate. Mr. Aune told the 
Board the University’s credit facilities agreements were renewed, as is within the 
mandate of the Budget Committee. 


He added that at least $10 million was expected to be cut from Concordia’s grant 
revenues in 1997-98, and urged any Board member in a position to lobby the provincial 
government to do so. Mr. Groome told the Board that the Chairmen of the Boards of 
several, if not all, Québec universities were planning to make a joint presentation to the 
Premier. Measures were urgently needed which would permit universities to compensate 
for falling grant revenues by raising tuition fees. The graduate student member of the 
Board stated that the government should resume its level of funding in the first instance, 
instead of increasing fees. 


Communications Committee 


Committee Chairwoman Susan Woods reported on the business of the Communications 
Committee meeting of 24 May 1996. 


Several guests were present at the meeting, in which the Committee was informed of 
progress made on the University's World Wide Web site project and by the Institutional 
Image Campaign, and learned some fundamentals about day-to-day work of the Public 
Relations Department to alert the media to newsworthy stories at Concordia. 


Interim Director of Public Relations, Laurie Zack presented a brief about the Web site. 
An administrative structure had been put in place, under the MIS Steering Committee, to 
assure that priorities and policy for the Web site are discussed thoroughly and 
approved by the senior administration. Ms. Woods added that the Committee heard 
about some interesting initiatives on the various Faculty Web sites. The positive role 
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that the Communications Committee had played in facilitating the move towards a 
University-wide Web committee was recognized; thanks were conveyed. 


Interim Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations and Finance, Hal Proppe and Interim 
Director of Marketing Communications Sandra Spina presented an update on the 
Institutional Image Campaign, and set out priorities for the coming year. Public 
Relations Officer Donna Varrica explained the extensive daily media work of the Public 
Relations Department. Ms. Woods noted that Concordia had received, on 17 June 1996, 
very positive coverage in the local press. She praised the achievements of the PR 
Department and the Image Campaign. Mr. Groome added his congratulations to the PR 
staff, and thanked the Communications Committee for an extremely effective year’s 
work. 


Pension Committee 


Vice-Chairman Brian Neysmith reported in the absence of Committee Chairman Ron 
Lawless. At its meeting of 12 June 1996, the Committee approved the 1995 audited 
statements of the Pension Fund, which showed Fund assets had grown from $293 in 
1994 to $337 million in 1995. The average overall return on investments was 17%, with 
equity markets producing the highest yields at 21%. 


Although not normally done on an annual basis, an actuarial valuation of the Fund’s 
assets was carried out due to the two retirement incentive programmes, ERIP and 
FALRIP. Mr. Neysmith said the valuation showed a $40 million surplus remaining after 
ERIP, and it was projected a surplus would remain even when FALRIP had been fully 
accounted for. 


A decision was made to change the investment portfolio, primarily by increasing the 
share of funds invested in foreign equities. Mr. Neysmith reported that a new 
investment manager was being sought for that purpose. Responding to a question, Mr. 
Neysmith explained that “non-Canadian “ equity investment, 25% of the total 
investment portfolio, would comprise 10% American equities and 15% non-North 
American equities, all in indexed equities. 


The Annual General Meeting of the Pension Fund membership would be held on 17 
October 1996, Mr. Neysmith announced. In September, the Board should receive a copy 
of the audited statements, the investment report from Mercer, and an invitation to the 
AGM. 


Report of the Rector 


Dr. Lowy said that, in anticipation of a substantial report in September, he would limit 
his remarks. The Rector attributed the successes of the ERIP and FALRIP programmes, 
of the budget planning process and the budget management, primarily to Dr. Proppe, 
who had served Concordia as Interim Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations and Finance, 
since June 1994. Dr. Lowy said no one had worked harder, and no one was more 
deserving of the Board’s appreciation, than Dr. Proppe. Enthusiastic applause 
followed these remarks. 


Dr. Lowy was asked to present a report on recruitment efforts in September 1996. 
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Reports of the Vice-Rectors 


Vice-Rector, Academic, Jack Lightstone reported that the programme to enhance 
students’ skills was underway. Two and half thousand letters promoting the 
programme had been sent to students identified as being “at risk”. Dr. Lightstone 
estimated that the programme would result in a minimum of three hundred students re- 
enrolling who would otherwise have dropped out of the University. He expressed his 
thanks to Vice-Rector, Services, Charles Bertrand and Registrar Lynne Prendergast, as 
well as the members of the committee chaired by Dr. Jim Jans. 


Vice-Rector, Services, Charles Bertrand told the Board he expected the process of 
retrofitting the facade of the Hall Building would be complete by November 1996. 


Interim Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations and Finance, Harald Proppe pointed out that 
the student fee information requested at the Board’s May meeting had been distributed. 
Dr. Proppe thanked all of those who, in their remarks, had recognized and praised his 
work of the past twenty-four months, extended his thanks also to the Governors of the 
Board and his colleagues for their support during his tenure as Interim Vice-Rector. 


Correspondence 


There was no correspondence. 


Any other business 


Mr. Groome announced that a ceremony in honour of retiring Governors who were 
awarded the title of “Governor Emeritus”, would be held at the November 1996 dinner 
meeting. He thanked Board members for their good work on behalf of the University 
during 1995-96, and wished everyone a restful summer. 


Date of next meeting 


The proposed schedule for regular meetings of the 1996-97 academic year had been 
distributed.
